" And farthermore the prifond XA Bar, on the 6h of July 
laff, at the Town of Lidd aforeſaid, about ſeven a Clock in the 
Mornimg, did appear on Horſe-back near the Water-ſide, with- 
in view of the French Fleet 3 and a Sloop comiiig near the 
Fhoar, he waved his Hat asa Token or Sign to them io come 
nearer 3 then they ſent out their Long-boat, he riding his Mare 
up to the Belly in the Water to the Boat-fide, and wefit into the 
Boat, quiting his Mare, &c. at which the Priioner [cemed to 
laugh: But the King's Council told him, That it was no laugh- 
ing Matter, orto that effeq, The Council furcher declared the 
Aggravation of this Crime z How t hat he being one of the King's 
Natural and True born Subjets ct this Kingdom, in ſtead of tak- 
ing up Arms for the King and Queen, as by the Duty of his 4l- 
legiance he ought tu have done, he goes on Board the French 
Fleet, and carries Fntelligence to them of the (tate of Aﬀairs here 
in England; and brings back Letters and Notes of [nvitations 
and Intelligence to others, to joyn with him in his Traiterous, 
Deviliſh Deſtgns,. and Wicked Encompaſſings and Imaginationsg 
which did particularly tend tothe Depofing of the King and 
Queen ;z and that the People of Ergland ſhould be no longer a 
People. So that ſurely the thing it ſelf,, viz, His going on Board 
the French Fleet, was Evidence enough, beyond all Papers, or 
any thing elſe that could be brought againſt him 3 but to clear all 
Doubts, there were ſeveral Good Evidences produced to prove 
the Matter of Fa& more fully upon him, the firſt of which was 
one Stephen Stacy, who declared upon Oath.
